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There’s No Magic In Law 


And. what is more frightening, if no 
one is able to do it. no law is going to 
do any good, because laws are useless 
without ingrained social discipline — the 
kind that starts at home when someone 
says No and means it. 


A pioposal before the Ohio Senate to 
put a legal curfew on drive-in theaters 
would come to grips with a troublesome 
problem. 


But it assuredly would not dispose of 
the problem. 
If drive-in theaters were forced to close 
by, say. 1:30 a m . and the young people 
who had been using them as lover's l?ne 
parking lots were merely to go somewhere 
else, nothing would have been gained 


Sheriff deputies then would have been 
given a heavier responsibility for the se­ 
curity of parked couples on lonely roads. 
And a particularly heinous kind of crim­ 
inal specializing in violence would have 
been given a license to ply his specialty 
of sneaking up on unsuspecting people 
and attacking them with intent to maim 
and kill. 
This is not to argue that it is a good 
Idea for drive-in theaters to stay open all 
night. It obviously isn't a good idea. 
It is to argue that this is one more in­ 
stance of proposing a law to do some­ 
thing a law cannot do — cure one effect 
of the discipline breakdown that has made 
it possible for many young persons to 
escape parental discipline before they are 
ready for responsibility. 
It would do no good to close drive-in 
theaters if people who now patronize them 
for purposes other than 
enjoying 
the 
movies stayed up late in what might be 
a riskier environment. 
To the extent that these people are 
teen-agers presently immune to parental 
supervision and adult control, only one 
cure for their risky behavior exists. Some­ 
one must take them in charge. 
lf no one is interested in doing It. an­ 
other closing law would do no good. 


Ta The Teachers! 


A special salute to East Liverpool and 
area schoolteachers during the month 
of April, which is being observed as 
“ Teaching Career Month.” 
Mayor Merrill D. Hall has proclaimed 
the period locally 
as 
such, with the 
objective of “ recognizing the importance 
of the task accomplished by the teachers 
of this country, to elicit the public sup­ 
port necessary 
to encourage 
them to 
continue this task, and to encourage young 
people of ability to consider teaching as 
a career ” 
The teacher’s key role in the everyday 
scheme of things becomes more 
and 
more evident when one pauses to reflect 
that one person in every four currently 
is engaged in pursuing an 
education, 
whether pre-school, elementary, second­ 
ary. higher, adult, or vocational. 
The rapid rate of scientific discovery 
Is drastically decreasing the number of 
jobs available to the undereducated and 
increasing the necessity for all workers 
to be capable of continuously re-educa­ 
ting themselves. 
The teachers thus are in a position of 
high responsibility for the public and 
personal welfare of the nation and its 
citizens. It s fortunate most are deeply 
dedicated To take their positions lightly 
would be a national tragedy. 


No Alabama Boycott 


For a man having to make difficult 
decisions In rapid-fire order without prece­ 
dents to guide him, Rev. Martin Luther 
King. Jr., has been doing pretty well. 


Certainly he has made fewer bloopers 
than his chief antagonist, Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace. 


But Rev. Mr. King has made some 
fumbles and his “ Meet the Press” pro­ 
posal for boycott tactics against 
Ala­ 
bama could be one of them. 
It should be kept in mind that he only 
referred to the possibility of a boycott; 
he did not say his Christian Leadership 
Conference, in whose name he was speak­ 
ing on “ Meet the Press," would sponsor a 
boycott. 
A boycott would not he advisable. 
Not only Is a boycott a tricky weapon 
with a built-in recoil, but it frequently 


fires wide of the target A boycott against 
Alabama products would hurt many of the 
people the civil rights agitation has been 
trying to help. 
The psychology would be wrong, more­ 
over. 
because vindictiveness has been 
the stigma on the KKK, the Alabama pol­ 
iticians and the other white supremacists. 
Negro leaders would do well to let these 
people have a monopoly on rancor and 
hostility. 
And there is still another reason for 
Negroes not to advocate a boycott of 
Alabama Enough damage has been done 
to the state’s residents by the excesses 
already committed there; no additional 
rancor Is needed to make Alabama politi­ 
cians and businessmen realize that there 
should be a ceiling on the high cost of 
bigotry and hatred

Press,” to explain his reason­ 
ing 
as 
he 
le d 
the 
second 
march 
on 
Montgomery 
on 
March 9. in defiance of a fed­ 
eral court order not to march. 
T h e 
stenographic 
transcript 
quotes Dr King as having an­ 
swered as follows 
“ First I did not consider my 
self defying a court order that 
particular day. I consulted with 
my 
attorneys 
b e f o r e 
the 
march and they stated that thev 
felt that it was an invalid order 
and that it would not be that 
I would not be in contempt of 
court, of violating the court or­ 
der. if I led the march, to the 
point of having a moral con­ 
frontation with the state troop­ 
ers at the point where the peo­ 
ple were brutalized on Sunday. 
so I still don't consider that 
breaking 
a 
court 
order, 
or 
breaking what I consider an un­ 
just law. 
“ On the other hand. I must 
he honest enough to say that I 
do feel that there are two types 
of laws. One is just law and one 
is an unjust law. I think we all 
have moral obligations to obey 
just laws On the other hand, I 
think we have moral obligations 
to disobey unjust laws because 
noncooperation with evil is as 
much a moral obligation as is 
cooperation with good 


“ I THINK the distinction here 
is that when one breaks a law 
the conscience tells him is un­ 
just. he must do it openly, he 
must do it cheerfully, he must 
do it lovingly, he must do it 
civilly, not uncivilly, 
and 
he 
must do it with a willingness to 
accept the penalty 
“ Any man who breaks a law 
that conscience tells him is un­ 
just and willingly accepts the 
penalty by staying in jail in or­ 
der to arouse the conscience of 
the community on the injustice 
of the law, is at that moment 
expressing the very highest re­ 
spect for law ” 
There is a distinction to which 
Dr King did not draw attention. 
The Department of Justice in­ 
stituted 
contempt 
proceedings 
against Gov. Barnett when Ie 
ignored a court order but it 


didn't begin any such proceed­ 
ings against Dr. King. In fact, 
his attorneys probably felt that 
the order which Dr 
King was 
disobeying would be reversed in 
a few days and that he wouldn't 
be taking much of a chance 
if he violated it. 
Gov. Barnett, in h is tussle 
with reference to a court order, 
also stated that he had con­ 
sulted his attorneys and that 
they had told him he could chal­ 
lenge it, but would then face 
contempt proceedings.

IT ’S U N L IK E L Y that the De­

Dr. King. in his interview, de­ 
clared that the segregationists 
do not challenge the laws as 
much as they might He added 
"The fact is that most of the 
segregationists and racists that 
I see are not willing to suffer 
enough for their beliefs in seg­ 
regation and they are not will­ 
ing to go to jail 
“ I think the chief norm for 
guiding the situation is the will­ 
ingness to accept the penalty 
and I don't think any society can 
call an individual irresponsible 
who breaks a law and willingly 
accepts the penalty, if consci­ 
ence tells him that that law is 
unjust and I think that this is a 
long tradition in our society, it's 
a long 
tradition 
in 
biblical 
history.” 
There are many who will dis­ 
pute the doctrine that the in­ 
dividual is 
not 
“ irresponsible 
who breaks a law and willingly 
accepts the penalty.” 
The theory of government un­ 
der law is that, once law has 
been firmly established and ex­ 
plicitly set forth by the legisla­ 
tive body and bv the courts, it 
should be obeyed, and that there 
is no justification for deliberate 
violation by anyone 
Tom Wicker of the New York 
Times, who was on the tele­ 
vision panel, asked this ques­ 
tion: 
"How are we to enforce law 
when a doctrine 
is preached 
that 
one 
man's 
conscience 
may tell him that the law is 
unjust, when other men’s con­ 
sciences don't tell them that?” 


DR. KING, in answering, said 
that law could be enforced even 
under such conditions “ by not 
allowing anarchy to develop.”

himself as ambiguously as did 
Sen. Goldwater

“ Extremism in the defense of 
liberty is no vice: moderation 
in the pursuit of justice is no 
virtue.”

Bringing Up A Family 


By DR. GARRY MYERS 


Precision, Quality Favored Over Speed 


Many parents write me of the 
child, typically in the middle 
elementary grades, who at home 
and school hurries through writ­ 
ten a s s i g n- 
ments to g e t 
them d o n e 
quickly 
with 
little or no re­ 
gard for qual­ 
ity or precis­ 
ion. The writ­ 
ing 
is 
slov­ 
enly, s o m e ­ 
t i m e s 
ille­ 
gible ; 
errors Or. Garry Myers 
in simple number 
work 
and 
spelling are numerous. 
In the average classroom the 
child may not get the notion 
that precision is important. In­ 
deed, if he has a spelling list 
to learn he may not be sup­ 
posed to study the correct spell­ 
ing of a word until after he has 
spelled it wrong. 
lf he's not sure of how to 
spell a word he will not leave a 
blank space hut will make a 
guess at it. He supposes it were 
better to be rapid than to be 
right. 


FOR homework in arithmetic 


he may be assigned enough 
drill exercises in his book to 
keep him busy for half an hour 
or an hour, but this work is 
rarely checked at school fo r 
precision. 


When he does written home­ 
work he's in a hurry, and sel­ 
dom do his parents check to 
make sure his spelling and do­ 
ing of simple number work is 
accurate. 
Likewise, when this child does 


a chore at home he is inclined 


.to hurry through with it without 


I concern that it really is done 
well, or even finished. 
At school this child needs a 


teacher who will place great 
emphasis on precision and neat­ 
ness; on accuracy rather than 
speed. Better that he worked 
on the correct spelling of a 
quarter as many words as he 
usually does, or on a quarter 
as many simple exercises in 
numbers, than to hurry through, 
making many mistakes. 
Sometimes he should be re­ 
quired right at school to redo 
such written work he has done 
carelessly and slovenly. 


WK PARENTS can't wisely 


tell the school what to do. But 
we can do something for this 
child at home. We can require 
him to do a few chores prompt­ 
ly and as well as he is able, 
rather than assign him many to 
be done shiftlessly. We need to 
make clear to him what we 
mean by our standards and then 
hold him to them. 
When this child does written 


work, we can hold him to spell­ 
ing his words correctly, spelling 
them for him or encouraging 
him to look up their spelling 
in the dictionary, lf there is 
; time available, and he has mis­ 
spelled a number of words, done 
his number work with several 
errors or has written carelessly, 
we can require him to recopy 
with neatness and precision.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Op­ 
ponents of the proposed Lake 
Erie-to-Ohio River canal have 
been given an extra three 
months to file their objections 
to the project with the Army 
Corps cif engineers. 
Rep. J. William Stanton, R- 
Ohio, announced Thursday the 
extension from April 3 to July 3. 
The April 3 deadline for ob­ 
jections was set by Brig. Gen. 
W. P. Leber, the Army Engi­ 
neers’ division engineer at Cin­ 
cinnati, when he reported re­ 
cently that the proposed project 
is feasible. He estimated the 
cost at slightly over $1 billion, 
but a private group has esti­ 
mated the cost could eventually 
exceed $2 billion. 
Stanton, who favors building 
the canal, requested the exten­ 
sion of time because various 


groups opposing the proposal 
had complained they did not 
have enough time to study the 
feasibility report. 
Rep. Joseph P. Vigorito, D-1 
Pa., who opposes the project, 
also had asked for the exten­ 
sion. 
Most railroads have long op­ 
posed the project, while steel 
manufacturers in Youngstown. 
Ohio, and Pittsburgh have en­ 
dorsed it. 
After receiving and studying 
the written statements, t h e 
Army Engineers Board for Riv­ 
ers and Harbors will make a 
recommendation to Congress on 
the proposal.

Office em ploye! who are 
members of the recently - or 
ganized Local 333, International 
Brotherhood of Operative Pot­ 
ters, and trustees of City Hos­ 
pital have agreed to a three- 
year contract providing f o r 
hourly increases of 8 cents the 
first year and 7 cents each the 
last two years. 
Besides the wage increase the 
first year, the pact provides for 
an adjustment for some work­ 
ers that amounts to 26 cents 
seven days’ sick leave; six paid 
holidays and two weeks’ paid 
vacation. 
Employes have a choice of 
three methods to receive pay if 
they are required to work on a 
holiday. 
In the second year, the in 
crease is seven cents an hour 
and an additional two cents an 
hour “inequity” adjustment. 
In the last year, employes will 
receive another seven - cent 
wage boost, an additional three 
cents an hour “inequity” an ‘ 
one additional day for s i c k 
leave.

Now in its 49th year, the lo­ 
cal Chamber will utilize the ob­ 
servance to emphasize the broad 
base of its services and activi­ 
ties, ranging from concern with 
agriculture and conservation to 
civic and community affairs and 
travel and trade promotion. 
An abbreviated version of the 
Chamber’s aims and objectives 
commits it to a program devot­ 
ed to four major points: Busi­ 
ness development, community 
and area improvement, an in­ 
formed and participating mem 
bership and promotion of th e 
American free enterprise s y s ­ 
tem. 
A non-profit organization, the 
Chamber has members w ho 
represent a wide cross-section 
of individuals interested in the 
community, including industrial 
ists, financial institutions, re­ 
tailers, service trades and the 
professions. 
The authority and general 
policy of the Chamber are vest­ 
ed in the 21-member Board of 
Trustees. It is directed by the 
officers, who are elected by the 
board. The officers, b o a r d 
members and office staff guide 
the work of the C h a m b e r 
through committees. 
A major subdivision of t h e 
Chamber is the East Liverpool 
Merchants Association, which 
coordinates retail activities. 
The local organization main­ 
tains memberships in the U.S. 
and Ohio Chambers of C o m ­ 
merce, the Ohio State Council 
of Retail Merchants and the Na­ 
tional Retail Merchants Associ­ 
ation It also functions as a co­ 
operative office of the U.S. De­ 
partment of Commerce and is 
affiliated with the community 
service program of the Nation­ 
al Better Business Bureau, Inc. 
T h e Chamber publishes a 
monthly bulletin summarizing 
business conditions and listing 
important area developments of 
interest to its members. It 
maintains a large library of city 
directories and telephone books 
from many states as a means 


of furnishing information on 
firms and individuals in other 
cities. 
Other services include: Infor­ 
mation on employment and wag­ 
es; data on business, economic 
factors and taxes; a list of clubs 
and organizations; state and na­ 
tional legislative information; a 
list of area points of interest 
and tourist information, and a 
community brochure. 
It has available city and coun­ 
ty maps, business statistics and 
a manufacturers directory.

At Jail During March 
LISBON - It cost $1,088 84 to 
serve 2,017 meals at the Coun 
ty Jail during March, Sheriff 
Russell J. VanFossan reported 
in his monthly summary. The 
average daily food cost p e r 
prisoner was $1.15. 
The jail received 55 prisoners 
last month in addition to the 
29 already confined as of March 
I. Fifty-one prisoners were re­ 
leased in March, seven w e r e 
conveyed to state institutions 
and six mental patients were 
taken to state hospitals. T h e 
jail had 211 visitors. 
The sheriff said 302 papers 
were served and 5.671 r a d i o 
transmissions and 1,116 t e l e ­ 
phone calls were handled at the 
jail. Fees of $675.45 were col­ 
lected. 
Thirty-two sets of fox feet 
and ears were turned in at the 
sheriff's office in the court­ 
house for the $3 bounty.
